The handful of unscrupulous men at the head of 
the Soviet Union realized that Hitler was right. With 
characteristic callousness they have been following 
the Hitlerian thesis In almost every language and very 
nearly every country they have been persistently en¬ 
gaged in a most extensive publicity campaign to per¬ 
suade the world that Russia is a peace-loving nation 
and the United States is aggressively militaristic. 

When World War 2 ended the United States was 
the mightiest power in the world. Within five years 
that nation had dispersed its great armies, jettisoned 
its warplanes and put most of its fleet in moth balls. 

On the other hand Russia never did demobilize. 
That nation never diverted its industrial capacity to 
the production of peaceful products. Today Russia has 
40,000 airplanes, 20,000 tanks and a couple of million 
men under arms. Russia has over-run Poland (for 
whose liberty we went to war), Czecho-Slovakia, Ro¬ 
mania, Bulgaria, Hungary, Latvia, Estonia, Lithuan¬ 
ia and part of Finland. 

With these obvious facts staring us in the face 
how can anyone say that Russia is a peaceful nation? 
But there are always fools wrho will believe in “the big 
lie.” —Brooks Bulletin.

Edgar C Robinson, managing dir¬ 
ector of gas company, stated Sat* 
urday on his return to Calgary 
from Melville and Regina. 

Representing one of the largest 
turnouts in recent MelviWe exper¬ 
ience, the June 27 vote on the ne¬ 
cessary by-law which had been 
approved by Melville town council 
and Saskatchewan’s Local Govern¬ 
ment Board was 227 in favor of 
granting the franchise, 65 oppos¬ 
ed and 7 spoiled ballots,- Mr. Rob¬ 
inson reported. 

Storage tanks with 50JX)0-gal- 
lon capacity and automatic mix¬ 
ing units with rapacity of 52,000 
cubic feet an hour had already 
been ordered,’ and contract would 
be let for laying the network of 
underground pipe for the distrib¬ 
uting system within a few days so 
the bulk of installations could be 
made before snow' flies this fall, 
Mr. Robinson stated. 

With a population of 4,457, Mel¬ 
ville is four times the size of Vul¬ 
can, where the first gas-air mix 
plant and distributing system of 
ihis kind on the prairies was put 
into operation by Central Gas Util¬ 
ities earlier this year, with the of¬ 
ficial opening ceremonies schedul¬ 
ed for July 14. 

Similar gas systems are being 
considered for 6 other towns in 
Alberta, 26 in Saskatchewan, 25 in 
British Columbia, and 23 in Man¬ 
itoba, as Central Gas Utilities 
plans further expansion in Cana¬ 
da's four most westerly provinces 
as lower-cost by-products of nat¬ 
ural gas and oil refining become 
increasingly available, E. W. Bow- 
ncss, the company's consulting en¬ 
gineer, pointed out. If unlimited 
export of dry, residue gas Is ever 
permitted from Alberta’s vast re¬ 
serves, it is only reasonable to as¬ 
sume that supplies of propane and 
butane sufficient to supply all 
towns of more than 1,000 popula¬ 
tion in Western Canada at increas¬ 
ingly lower cost would be readily 
available, Mr. Bowness declared. 

“When that happens we are or¬ 
ganized and financed to meet ev¬ 
ery reasonable request for gas 
service,” Mr. Robinson added.

Weather Records“ 

(Experimental Station News) 

No subject or conversation Is 
more widely used than that of the 
weather. Nothing brings more joy 
—or more grief—than the weather 
Nothing affects the growth of 
crops to such an extent. 

It has been said that little, if 
anything, can be done about the 
weather. In large measure this Is 
true. However It Is possible to col¬ 
lect much useful Information 
about the weather and to apply 
this knowledge to crop production. 

All the way across the Domin¬ 
ion, the Meteorological Division of 
the Department of Transport has 
over 8ft0 stations at which preci¬ 
pitation is measured. At more than 
700 of these places maximum and 
minimum temperature readings 
are also taken. In a country so 
vast as Canada such observation 
points in many instances are few 
and far between, so in the crop 
growing areas of the country mea¬ 
surements of precipitation and, to 
a limited extent, of temperatures 
too, are made at numerous loca¬ 
tions in areas served by Experi¬ 
mental Farms and Stations. Thus 
in southern Alberta the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Leth¬ 
bridge assembles weather weather 
data from sorde 30 observers from 
Coutts to YodngstQwn, from Pln- 
cher Creek to Whitla All these 
stations are supplementary to 
those of the Department of Trans¬ 
port. 

IThe weather information obtain 
ed from all sources Is used in a 
great variety of ways, besides sup¬ 
plying the answers to such quest¬ 
ions as “how cold did it get last 
night?” or “how much rain did 
we have In the last storm?” 

By studying the figures obtained 
from the various districts it is 
possible to make estintotes of crop 
yields, predict insect damage, de¬ 
cide on the extent of summerfal¬ 
lowing that should be planned, de¬ 
termine the suitability of a given 
area to a particular kind of crop. 

Weather records are being used 
by the Irrigation Investigations 
section of the Lethbridge Experi¬ 
mental Station in determining Ir¬ 
rigation requirements of crops for 
any given area. In this connection 
temperature records play an Im¬ 
portant role. Once the Irrigation 
requirements for one district have 
been determined by experimental 
methods it is possible, through the 
use of weather records, 0t work 
out formulae which will indicate 
the irrigation requirements of 
other districts.

As is well known all wheat var¬ 
ieties now in use on the North 
American continent do not resist 
the relatively new race of rust 
15-B. Scientific plant breeders and 
plant lithologists in Mexico, in 
different parts of the United 
States and at our Rust Research 
Laboratory in Winnipeg have been 
energetically working to produce 
new varieties that will resist 15-B. 
Varieties have been found that are 
fairly well resistant to 15-B but 
which, however, are of low mill¬ 
ing and baking value. These rust 
resistant varieties have been mar¬ 
ried to existing varieties that do 
not resist 15-B but which on the 
other hand have high milling and 
baking value. Out of the thou¬ 
sands of resulting offspring some 
show good resistance to 15-B but

Tillage Machinery 
For Shelterbelts 

Like all other farm operations, 
thoroughness and' economy in 
planting and care of shelterbelts, 
is essential to success. 

The progress in mechanization 
which has characterized agricul¬ 
ture generally has been maintain¬ 
ed in improved methods and ma¬ 
chines for tree planting. Progress 
lias been particularly rapid in the 
past three years and a number of 
efficient tree planting machines 
are now i noperation. Details on 
the source, or construction, of 
these machines are available by 
writing the Forest Nursery Sta 
tion, Indian Head; Dominion Ex 
perimental Station, Swift Current 
the Provincial Department of Ag 
ricul-ture,. or the local Agricultur¬ 
al Representative. 

Until the early 1940's shelter- 
belts of one to several rows vyere 
satisfactorily cultivated between 
the rows, and on the margins, 
with various available types of 
tillage implements. Weeds were 
removed from the rows by hand. 
Three to five operations timed 
throughout the period of May 1st 
tc August 15th to destroy the 
weeds from emergence to one inch 
in height has been proved to be 
the most economical practice. 

From two standpoint^ the main¬ 
tenance of shelterbelts\ has be¬ 
come increasingly difficult; 1) 
shortage of farm labor, 2) an ex¬ 
pansion of tree planting from 
comparatively small farmstead 
shelterbelts containing a few 
hundred trees, to extensive field, 
roadside, and conservation pro-

The Forest Nursery Station has 
been successful, says R. H. Dun¬ 
lop in developing a test machine 
suitable for cultivating the mar¬ 
gins, or the space between the 
rows, and which will remove the 
small weeds from betweeh the 
trees in the rows during the same 
operation. This machine is in¬ 
tended to dispense with all, or at 
least a large part of, hand labor 
for a three to five-year period, or 
until the trees exceed 2H to 3 
feet in height and have a corres¬ 
ponding lateral spread. 

An improved or oscillating type 
of cultivator will be tested this 
yekr which is designed to operate 
under more abnormal conditions 
with respect to trash, crust, and 
Irregularities in the soil surface 

One man with a small tractor 
and this machine will be capable 
of maintaining around 150 miles of 
single-row shelterbelts in a season 
At the rate of $10.00 to $15.00 per 
mile, or $1500.00 to $2250.00 for 
the four months period, a remun¬ 
erative seasons’ work might be 
developed. 

It is suggested that individual 
tree planters fashion a weeder on 
the same principle, attached to .the 
hydraulic > tractor tool-bar or 
mounted on discarded implement 
wheels. This should be possible at 
a cost consistent with economy of 
the operation.
